INVENTOR’S CLAIMS 


FOR HELICOPTER 


A direct-lift flying machine’ 
which is to have the same flight 
powers as the “hover fly” is being 
built in London. 

Everybody has scen that curious 
insect which, poised motionless in the 
air, suddenly darts forward, or with 
equal celerity -dorts astern, Its 
movements are so swift as to dety 
analysis, 5 : 

Discussing his invention with Mr. 
N. Pemberton Billing, the designer 
of what I have called — the 
“hover-fly" machine, but which he 
names the ‘durotofin,” I learned that 
he had not been inspired by observa- 
tlon of the insect, writes a corrces- 
pondent. : . . 

The machine ‘includes remarkable 
mechanical {nnovations, jand an 
application of centrifugal force. 

That force ts applied in the Auto- 
giro, an established type used for 
many purposes, but in the “duroto- 
fin” it is adapted in a different way. 


Vertical Ascont 

The machine is not on autogiro, 
for the rotating members—there are 
two, ratating in opposite directions— 
are.driven by’ the cngine, :

Tax in its 
original form required all consumers 
to submit their installations to 
periodical inspection by-the authori- 
ties and involved a registration of the 
exact load of cach installation, the tax 
varying on a sliding scale with the 
size and nature of the installation, 
‘payable in advance, but tho changes 
that the Macao authorities are now 
reeommending will modify tho tox 80 
that it will be based on the size of 

the meter and bo cénsidcrably less 
than the old one, each consumer be- 

ing permitted to modify his installa- 
tion to suit his own convenience 
without referenco to the authorities 
for each change, the tax being collect-

These are the conclusions of 
Commander John Creswell in 
his book, “Naval Warfare.” 

Writing of the mistake of 
dividing a battle fleet without. 
adequate “reason, Commander 
Creswell points gut that, on the 
occasion of the Scarborough 
raid, a single battle’ squadron 
was sen{ in support of our battle 
cruisers because it was assumed 
that the German High Sea Flect 
would not be at sea, and becnu3e 
it was desired to avoid exposing 
the main ferce of the battle fleet 
to risk of torpedoes and mines. 

“Had it not deen for the  half- 
hearted way in which it (the German 
High Seas Fleet) was ianndled, the 
events of that day might well have 
been: disaxtrous for the British Em- 
pire... . Important principles were 
neglected, and six battleships sent to 
nu position 360° miles from the re 
majnder, a ‘position in which, al- 
theug unknown at the time, they 
were in fret leak than 20 miles from 
the full force of the German Fleet 
und in danger of being cist off.”

The death last month in Scot- 
land of Cunninghame Graham, 
whom Andrew Long viewed as 
the legitimate King of Scotland, 
leaves that country definitely 
poorer, He was her matchless 
caballero, and though he loved 
to give modorn Scotland the 
rough edge of his tonjrue, his 


who so brilliantly revived in 
this commercial age the chival- 
ric feelings of the past. ' : 

Probably outside vhe Clydeside 
area, where ho was known as a 
splendid firebrand, he méant little 
to the working classes, 
was rather to the educated, who 
could favour his magnificent prose 
and pince his picturesque valour in 
its true setting, Probably, too, his 
later seif-dedicntion ta Scottish na- 
tionalism withdrew him further from 
working-class politics, in which he 
first omerged na a fighting: forec. 

The patriotic attitude he adupted 
during the war, when he spent ele 
ven months in the Argentine buying 
horses for the Government, and his 
appearance as a Liberal candidate In 
the 1918 eloction, marked hix sever- 
nnce from the wilder politics of his 
prime: .

PLASTICS 


‘There has been a steady growth 
in the British plastics industry in 
recent years. Although -no pro- 
duction statistics are available 
prior to 1930, the export figures 
provide sufficient evidence of the 
progress of the industry. In 1930 
the amount of plastics exported 
totalled 2,526 cwt., of a total valuc 
of £12,358. In 1934 the figure had 
risen to 26,295 cwt., of a value of 
£124,043. The history of -the in- 
dustry dates back to 1864 when 
celluloid began to be manufactured ; 
ginée then, and especially within the; 
last ten years, a number of ‘new 
plastic subst .nees have been dis- 
covered based cither on synthetic 
Fesins Or cellulose derivatives; 


The discovery of a certain new 
transparent plastic material by 
Imperial © Chemical Industries 
Limited has aroused considerable 
interest both In Great Britain and 
abrond. The material is produced 
in two different forms; one bearing 
the name of “Perspex”, which is 
a cast form in sheets and rods, the 
other being called “Diakon, which 
is prepared as transparent ‘or 
coloured granules or powders for 
use in.injection or compression 
moulding. The demand for*“Pers- 
pox” particularly in the nireraft 
industry, where it is chiefly used 
for windows and windscreens, has 
been so great that the firm's entire 
ontput will be absoxbed -for some 
time to come. Both substances 
possess the property cf extreme 
transparence to visible and ultra- 
violet Hght, “and are almost wi- 
breakable. “Diakon"” .particularly 
may. be used for a reat varicty 
of purposes, owing to the fact that 
it can be speedily mculded and 
resists chemical action: The two 
forms of material are said to re- 
present one of the most important
